A crash training,'program lo 
enable more Negms to obtain 
construction jobs was ut^ed 
Tuesday night by the Chamber 
of Commerce of the Tri-Cities, 
which is seeking to have the 
18-monA)-old highway cwistruc- 
tion financial freeze lifted. 

An exhaustive study by a 
special Chamber commliCiee 
headed by Gene H. Sternberg 
disclosed that anticipated end¬ 
ing of the fund cutoff is not ac¬ 
tually as near as rumored. 

Vastly increased minority 
training and hiring was de¬ 
scribed as the key. and fur¬ 
ther contact between Illinois 
state officials and Sternberg, 
who also is representing the 
southern Illinois builders and 
contractor associations, is 
planned. 

Although the fund freeze is 
related to federally-aided work, 
the state's ability to adhicve a 
breakthrough in minority em¬ 
ployment in the construction 
field is regarded as the deter¬ 
mining factor, rather than ac¬ 
tion by Washington. 

Economy, Growth Harmed 

A resolution adopted by the 
Chamber board at its December 
meeting at Sunset Hill Holiday 
tnn relates that “the overall 
economy of Madison and St. 
Clair counties has suffered 
great harm from the highway 
fund freeze. 

“The potential power of Mad¬ 
ison and St. Clair counties to 
attract new business, new in¬ 
dustry and new citizens has 
been drastically lessened by the 
unfavorable publicity created 
by the pn^onged fund freeze. 

“It has been publicly stated 
that the shortage of minority 
group representatives in high¬ 
way construction Jobs Is the 
reason tor the freeze. 

“Therefore, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the Tri-Cities 
strongly urges the representa¬ 
tives of construction manage¬ 
ment and construction labor In 
Madison and St. Clair counties 
to institute, with all possible 
haste, crasli training programs 
to enable individuals in minor¬ 
ity groups to acquire the basic 
skills necessary to make them 
productive workmen in the vari¬ 
ous aspects of the highway con¬ 
struction program, and to pre¬ 
pare them for opportunities for 
advancement in the construc¬ 
tion industry."

When asked by Edward Vou-, 
mard of Alton if the county is 
to continue to maintain two 
mental health clinics. Smith 
said the 708 board, which is 
demanding Staten's removal, 
has sole legal responsibility in 
dispensing funds for the cen¬ 
ter, and added that the Quad- 
City center should be out of 
money by Jan. 1.

Plan Commission 
To Study Petition 
For Nursing Home 

Referred to the City Plan 
Commission by the Granite City 
council Monday night was a pe¬ 
tition for annexation and zoning 
chan^ for a tract in West 
Granite where a 99-bed nursing 
home is planned. 

Alderman Nona, who stalled 
action on the petition of Morriss 
Realty Co. at the Nov. 2< coun¬ 
cil seulon, placed a stipulation 
on the petition calling for ade¬ 
quate drainage to be provided 
for the tract so surface water 
will not flow onto Enuee and 
Morgan streets. The city has 10 
and 15-inch sewers ser\’inR the 
area IN' combination sanitary 
and storm water. 

Despite the large-size lines in 
the area, the city has experi¬ 
enced flooding along Morgan 
and Emzee streets. 

Council members were noti¬ 
fied of a meeting set lor last 
night at the Granite City school 
board office' For discussion of 
sanitary sewer facilities for new 
school to be built outside the 
city limits along Old Alton road 
on the Schaefer tract and at 
Route 303 and Maryville road 
near Bowland. 

New Schools Need Sewers 

In a letter inviting members 
of the Sanitary and Sewer com¬ 
mittees. along with the mayor, 
other aldermen and the city en¬ 
gineer and city attorney to the 
meeting. B J. Davis, school su¬ 
perintendent. said the primaiy 
deierent to the construction is 
the availability of sanitary sew¬ 
ers. 

Nonn commented that he did 
not favor construction of new 
schools outside the city limits 
when there were other build¬ 
ings. such' as Emerson and 
Washington that needed re¬ 
placement. (The school district 
selected the sites based on pop¬ 
ulation needs). 

Two schools built in recent 
years outside the city limits 
have been annexed — Grigsby 
junior high and Maryville grade 
school.

nexations. 

Morlen said that Herman 
Dirks, a field man for HUD. 
stressed that a most pressing 
problem for cities is annexation, 
"and that one way to deal with 
this is to work closely with 
neighboring townships in the 
city's natural growth path. 

"He brought out," Morten 
conlimied. "that such problems 
as planning, zoning, sewers and 
natural drainage need to be 
solved and su^esled that a 
first step would be to name a 
committee from the city coun¬ 
cil to meet with representatives 
of neighboring townships to 
form an over-ail combined com¬ 
mittee."

Contributions by Citizons will Justify 
Rivor Fostival Fund Allocation by SlU 

The immediate reaction of aome south- 
weatern Illinois reaidents after the Dec. 13 
Southern lllinoia Univeraity board meeting was 
to queation why no money could be found for 
the MiMiaaippi River Festival music aertea here 
at the aame time $14,860 was being provided 
for planning of a 36-hole golf course coating 
about $360,000 on tbe Carbondale campus. 

Some geographic implications naturally 
come to mind, since the board includes two Car¬ 
bondale men and devotes most of its attention 
to the oldest and largest center of teaching. Cer¬ 
tainly. (^rbondale golf vs. SlU-SW music deci¬ 
sions could, if they became a pattern, prompt a 
move for division of the two campuses into sep¬ 
arate universities. 

But in Fairness to the-SIU trustees, it should 
be noted that they have been the target of ex¬ 
treme legislative and Higher Board of Educa¬ 
tion pressure to alter their spending procedures, 
particularly as they apply to non-tax funds. 
They would not be human if they had not de¬ 
veloped a lot of sensitivity about expenditures 
in general and the River Festival in particular. 

If a mistake has been made by anyone it 
is related to semantics and communication. 

The River Festival fund imbalance has 
been referred to as a "deficit,'' which is correct 
but which may conjure up a mental image of 
mismanagement or recklessness. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. 

No mailer hov«.well managed or how skill¬ 
fully planned, a concert program including a 
large symphony orchestra cannot be self- 
supporting and is not anywhere in the U. S. 
Summer festivals of the kind held locally often 
are subsidized to a far greater extent than was 
the MisMssippi River Festival in its initial sea- 

The program of classical, folk and popular 
music concerts provided numerous tangible 
benefits to the university and region, and 46 of 
the SO states were represented in the audiences. 
If this value is not known or understood by SlU 
trustees it is in part a reflection of the fact that 
most of them do not live in the Illinois Metro¬ 
politan Area opposite St. Louis, nor do they 
apparently have frequent contact with it. 

It is refreshing to note that a meeting will 
be held this week to plan financial contributions 
totaling $30,000 by Illinois and Missouri citi¬ 
zens, proof of the strong public desire for con¬ 
tinuation of the educational and cultural under¬ 
taking. We think SlU ought to match these 
funds, and do so at its January meeting, since 
the time is growing short to arrange summer 
1970 participation by guest conductors, vocal¬ 
ists and musical groups. 


Solid Bi-State Support for Locating a 
Major Metropolitan Airport in Illinois 

Clarification that St. Louis County Super¬ 
visor Roos favors construction of a second ma¬ 
jor metropolitan airport in Illinois Is worthy of 
note. Published reports had indicated that traf- 
Hce survey findings had caused him to change 
his mind. 

The fact is that the survey contained data 
which was erroneously interpreted by some who 
read it. an interpretio'n that deserves the ''illogi¬ 
cal'' term which Supervisor Roos voiced. As he 
says, an Illinois airport site is entirely logical and 
can be of vast benefit to the people of both 
states. 

With St. Louis Mayor Cervantes and Illi¬ 
nois Governor Ogiivie taking a similar stand, 
there is solid support for an Illinois airport by 
the officials with key responsibilities for keep¬ 
ing this bi-state metropolitan area up-to-date in 
its ability to safely end adequately handle air 
passenger and freight transportation. 

The kind of aircraft now being introduced 
into regular use call for more airport space, 
better passenger services and easier surfsce 
transportation and access. 

A second airport will be unavoidable if St. 
Louis is to remain “in the ball game," and it 
can beat be located on the Illinois side of the 
Mississippi River, preferably convenient to the 
many outstanding present and proposed high¬ 
ways in Madison county (including limited- 
acceM Freeway 13 from Rock Island). 


Cost Squoezo Joopardizos Futuro of 
Tho Non-Public Schools in Illinois 

The case for more Illinois financial assist¬ 
ance to Catholic and other parochial schools is 
a persuasive one. if ways can be found to ac¬ 
complish it without opening the way to forma¬ 
tion of radical "educational" or "spiritual" or¬ 
ganizations by promoters eager to get the key 
to the state money vault. 

Parochial schools have operated econom¬ 
ically and efficiently, relieving taxpayers of 2096 
of the cost of educating the younger generation. 
Parents of parochial pupils pay public school 
taxes and also contribute toward the operation 
of their own schools. 

Due to the current cost spiral, many pa¬ 
rochial achools have had to close and others 
are operating "on borrowed time," including 
some of those in the Quad-Cities. 

If there is to be a real future for church- 
r^ated schools in Illinois, the subject must re¬ 
ceive prompt legislative attention. With a qtate 
commission at present preparing a detailed re¬ 
port on the subject, its recommendations should 
be given full attention by the General Assem¬ 
bly.

G. H. Sternberg, local building contractor 
whose new $46,000 high-lift normally was be¬ 
ing stored inside the bulk commodity warehouse 
under construction at the local harbor.

Anxiety or Flu? Question 
As SlU Exams Approach 


“Is it mild flu or Just anxi¬ 
ety?" is a current question on 
the SlU-Carbondale campus as 
the SlU Health Service treats 
SO to 60 students a day for flu 
symptoms. 

Dr. Waiter Clarke, Health 
Service director, said it is diffl- 
cuh to determine In some cases 
whether students have mild 
cases of flu or are suffering 
from anxiety. He pointed out 
that it is natural, in preparing 
for final examination prior to 
the Christmas vacation, for stu¬ 
dents to stay up late at night, 
and many anxiety symptoms 
are similar to those of flu; 

SlU Ranked 17th 
Largest in U.S. 

Scuthem Illinois University is 
now the 17th largest in the na¬ 
tion, according to a standard 
nadona] survey. 

The ranking is given In the 
SOCh annual “School and Soci¬ 
ety" magazine survey done by 
Garland Parker of the Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati. 

SIU is listed 17th in fulltime 
resident students (27,871) and 
20th in total enrollment (36,446), 
which includes part time and 
extension students. 

It is the second straight year 
that SIU has been ranked In the 
survey's “Big 30” listing of 
schools, in both full and part 
time student categories. 

SfU moved ahead of Purdue 
University and the University 
of Washington to jump from 
20th to 17th this year (the Uni¬ 
versity of Puerto Rico, also 
ahead of SIU In 1969, is not 
listed in the latest survey). 

In total enrollment figures, 
SIU advanced from 23rd to 20th. 
overtaking New York Univer¬ 
sity and Temple University. 

The SIU figures represent en¬ 
rollment at both the Cardondale 
and Southwestern campuses. 

Leading the fulltime enroll¬ 
ment ranking, as usual, are die 
statewide unitary systems of 
New York and California, which 
lump all their campuses 
together. 

The Big Ten schools of Wis¬ 
consin, Minnesota, Illinois, Ohio 
State, Indiana, and Michigan 
State are ranked 6th through 
11th, in that order, followed by 
Missouri. Pennsylvania State, 
Maryland. North Carolina, 


However, Dr. Clarke spid. flu 
cases apparently are reaching a 
peak in a non-epidemid year. 
Last year, he said, the Hong 
Kong flu virus was identified as 
the strain infecting many SIU 
pe<^le. But this year, although 
there are several persons very 
sick with the flu, the cases gen 
erally are much milder.' 

Clarke said milder types of 
flu seldom cause the death of 
young people. Pneumonia and 
seemdary infections are usu¬ 
ally the cause and young peo¬ 
ple, he believes, are most able 
U> resist developing these com¬ 
plications.
